Frank added he has notified state director John 
Connolly of Tewksbury of his action. 

This marked North Adams’ second disqualification 
on birth certificates in the last several years, Frank re- 
vealed. He said a league all-star team from that city.was 
rejected for tournament play on the day of a game be- 
eause few players had certificates.

A QUESTION AND ANSWER sheet, 
given project residents, offers 
just about the best explanation of 
what is happening, what will happen 
and how it will affect the people in 
the area. The form was prepared 
by the Housing Authority. 

What is happening? The city of 
Pittsfield and the Pittsfield Housing 
Authority are conducting a program 
to improve housing conditions in the 
city and to make your city a better 
place to live. This will mean better 
housing, plus new streets, stores and 
industries. This program of improve- 
ment is called urban renewal. | 

What area is now under study? A 
project is now being studied to de- 
termine the best type of improve- 
ments to be undertaken. The area, 
bounded by the rear lot lines of South 
Onota Street; West Street; the B.&A. 
Railroad; McKay Street; the rear lot 
lines of Edwin Street; Church Street; 
Center Street; South -Church Street; 
Hurlbut Street; New West Street; and 
the B.&A. Railroad is called the 
“Jubilee Project.” 

Why was this area selected? This 
area was chosen because it contains 
homes and other buildings which are 
in poor condition. By improving this 
area, the city would be able to create 
better neighborhoods and obtain addi- 
tional new investment and increased 
tax revenue. , 

What does the urban renewal pro- 
gram mean to me? The first step is 


a house-to-house survey of the urban 
renewal area. The Housing Authority 
has engaged the firm of Candeub, 
Fleissig & Associates to advise and 
assist them. Representatives of this 
firm will ask you questions such as: 
number of persons in your family; 
income; rent; condition of heating 
system; type of bathroom facilities; 
number of rooms; eic.

HE SECOND STEP will be the de- 

velopment of a plan for the proj- 
ect. Part of the plan will be based on 
the number and type of families now 
living in the area and their desires 
and needs for housing (also, the 
kinds of businesses which may re- 
quire relocation). The shopping 
needs of everyone in Pittsfield will be 
taken into account. When the plan 
is completed is must be approved 
by the Housing Authority, Planning 
Board, City Council, state Housing 
Board and federal Urban Renewal 
Administration. 


Those living or doing business in 
the urban renewal areas will have a 
chance to voice their own ideas and 
recommendations at a public hearing. 


Is it definite that my house or prop- 
erty will be bought by the project? 
No. Some of the homes in the area 
will not be acquired. Until such time 
as definite plans are developed, no 
one can say whether your house will 
or will not be purchased. 


What if my home is to be cleared? 
If your home or business is in a build- 
ing to be cleared, you will be notified 
well ahead of time that you have to 


move. Families and businesses, which 
are required to move from the area, 
will receive compensation for moving 
expenses. All costs of relocation pay- 
ments are financed fully by the fed- 
eral government. 


If you own a building which is to 
be cleared, you will be paid a fair 


market price for it, based on two in- _ 


dependent appraisals.
